fn the reserve above the legal rule.  The faflure of the
United Staies Rolling Stock Company wes without
effect bocause It was known at once that it wes owing
simply to the Impossibility of marketing equipment
bonds or notes, It was sald In behalf of the company
that the assignment would not have Leen made if the
rallroad companfes to which it had furnished cquip-
ment had paid thelr overdue bills. The names of
the milmoad compantes which were [h default were not
mode known. As the principal business of the com-

pany in the last few yeafs has been in the South, the
inference was thal Southern rallroads were affected
seriously, The company has farnished cquipment 1o
many raflroads, both north and sonth of Mason sl
Dixon’s line, and the ion has tly no
significance.

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FOR A MEETING OF PRESIDENTS,

Gould has purchased any large amount of Atchlson
stock, whatever he may have done in the Unlon Pacifie,
He secured some stock by exchange when the Atchison
rond got ocontrol of the Bt.

the members of the museum and their friends, The
lecture wuns (lusteated by flie stercopticon  views,
whilch showed the trees and mountains in their nat-
ural tints, The professor described o journey which
extended from the plne region of the South through
New-York State aud poarts of Canada, the Ricky
Monntalns and the Yellowstone Park,

The conlferous group of trecs was, ho suld, Hinsteated
by the flr family. Cone-bearing tees bhad  long,
neadle-shaped Jeaves,  Thelr number varied In sub-
groups  and  formed  the  basls  of  divisions
luto  clusses, Pines  were  classified  accordng
to the orpamentation of the senles of the eones.
The regulurity of the scales was a marked pecullarity.
They were armanged on an axls according to sym
wetrienl law, which gnve the cone great beauty.
The reglon in the nelghborhood of Puget Sound was
celebrated for the density of 1ts forest growth.  Ae-
corting to the professor, there was no other place
an the globe whers the woods were so dense,  There
were codor trees In that distriet fifty-three feot In
cienmference, and Douglas first thirty-seven and o
half feet In clreamference,. A view of the spruce
trees of the Catshills, colored as In nature, showed the
benuty of the scenery In that reglon.  IProfessor Blek
more also exhibited a striking gleture of the lnke, “Tear
of the Clouds.” which ts the source of the Hudson, He
gave also In the course of his lecture o grphie
description of the life of the lumbermen in the plne
regions of Malne.

Among the historical trees of the conlferous gronp
which the professor exhibited by pletures was the
Nochte Triste tree, under which Corter |5 sald {o have
passed the night after his reverses in the city of
Moexico, Professor  Dlckmore  again expressed his
condemnation of the devastating methods pursuesd 18
the lumbermen fn this country.

SPECIAL SESSION CALLED.

DECISIVE ACTION BY THE NEW-IIAMPSHIRE
REPUBLICANS,

GOVERNOR GOODELL AND HIS COUNCIL SUMMON
AN EXTRA SESS10N8 OF THE LEGISLATURE
FOR DECEMBER 2—PARTY UNANIM-

ITY ONX THE SUBJECT.
